His dispatch dated 4 p. m., 
reports having captured Stony Creek 
station, whieh was defended by infantry 
and cavalry in the works, with artillery. 
He captured two pieces of artillery. but 
had no means of bringing them off; be 
spiked them and destroyed the carri- 
ages. Te had 190 prisoners, 8 wagons 
and 30 mules.

The Commercial's special says : There 
is high military authority for saying the 

sitnation im Tennessee angurs suecese. 
The New Orleans Era contains details 
of Lee's great cavalry expedition, and 
says: Col. Fonda, of the 118th [llinois. 
in command of one column, proceeded to 
Port Hudson, thence to Jackson, and on 
the 16th. ten miles from Jackson. sur- 
prised a rebel camp and dispersed it 
and captured 55 prisoners, also 200 stand 
of arms, 100 borses, 25 wagons, and a 
large amount of military stores; then 
moved forward and joined tbe main col- 
umn under General Lee, who, thus rein- 
forced, marched on to Liberty. Another 
colamn bad been started from Baton 
Rouge for Liberty under Col. Marsh of 
the 20th INinois cavalry. This column 


teaghed Liberty and surprised the rebel 


Gen. Hoéger, in command there. He 


escaped .capture by jumping from a 
back windaw, All the members of his 


time a multiplicity of exploits and suc- 
cesses resulted to the national arms. 
Gen. Cox conducted the event of the 
29th, and achieved a splendid victory 
over the rebels at Spring Hill, while 
Williams’ cavalry gained a series of im- 
portant successes over Forrest's advance 
under Roddy, on the pike between Tri- 
une and Spring Lill. During the alfter- 
noon of the 30th the rebel army sorely 
pressed ys, under Hoed, who had Chesa- 
tham’s and Stewart's corps in position, 
and Dick Taylor’s command, numbering 
in all over 22,000. Owing to Cox's gal- 
lant check at Spring Hill, a portion of 
the 4th and 13th corps were enabled to 
gain Franklin early in the day. They 
threw up lines of works extending from 
one end to the other of the curves in the 
river, behiud which our entire infantry 
command took position. At 4 p.m. the 
entire rebel force made a charge. and 
succeeded in making a break in our 
centre, commanded by Wagner. With 
characteristic impetuosity the enemy, 
comprising Cheatham’s corps, dashed 
into our works, operating with an at- 
tacking party on their left, and attempt- 
ed to envelop and destroy our cavalry. 
In the nick of time the troops of Wagner 
were rallied, and throwing their whole 
force on the rebel column drove them 
back in great disaster, capturing several 
buadred prisoners. Four times the reb- 
els charged io three,lines, and were re- 
pulsed as often with great slaughter.

The rebels 
encouraged by the success of driving 
Wagoner back, advanced with loud 
cheers on our strong line. Their order 
of advance was im a very peculiar semi- 
circle of two regiments deep, and exten- 
ded all around our lines, and behind 
each alternate regiment were placed 
four others, so that the assaulting col- 
umos were six regiments deep. Capt. 
Lyman, commandirg the artillery brig- 
ade of the 4th corps, had placef bis bat- 
teries in most favorable positions, and 
from these, storms of shot and shell were 
burled into the charging ranks. With 
the most reckless bravery the rebels 
rusbed on, and when they were within a 
few hundred yards of our ranks our boys 
opened upon them with so terrible a 
musketry that it seemed as if nothing 
could live before it; but no wavering 
was perceived in the advancing lines— 
on they came, rusbing upto the very 
parapet of our works, and stuck their 
bayonets under the edges of the battle- 
ments. Qo the Columbia pike the pres- 
gure was so great that some of Cox's and 
Wagner's men temporarily gave way. 
At this time « brigade commanded by 
Col. Opdyke of the 12ist Obio, which 
had been held in reserve, rushed for- 
ward to restore the broken line. The 
rebels who had crawled over our works 
had not time to retire, and Cox's and 
Wagner's mea, broken but a moment 
before, rallied and attacked the enemy 
on the flank, while Opdyke charged them 
in front when a most desperate hand to 
hand fight ensued with bayonets and 
butt ends of muskets. Some rebels were 
captared here and the line was restored. 
For, two bours and a half the battle 
sanad all along the lines. The men of 
the 4th and 23d corps vied with each 
other in bravery. Riley’s brigade of the 
23d corps covered the ground in front of 
it with rebel dead. Seventeen distinct 
attacks ofthe enemy were repuleed. At 
dusk the rebels were repulsed at all 
points, but firing did not cease till nioe 
o’clock. At least 5,000 rebels were kill- 
ed, wounded and captured, while our 
loss will probably reach 1,500, We have 
taken from the enemy thirty flags, some 
of the regimenta (among them the 20tb 
Obio) taking half a dozena piecd. Gen. 
Schofield directed the battle from the 
fort on the north bank of the stream, 
where some heavy guns-and batteries of 
tbe 23rd corps were placed, and which 
did great service in damaging the ene- 
my's right wing.
